made sinc^ ~ return to Rome, Informed Lumpit : 

a. ”1 just heard a rumor that your Headquarters may 
shift you from Rome. 
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b. ”It is my belief this is a bad move for your 
organization and ours. After two and a half * 
years (the length of time I have been in Rome), 
we are at long last presenting a unified front; 
the KMWAAHOOS are beginning to respect us; time 
is required for a new man to learn the ropes In 
Rome, and your going could be interpreted by 

the KMWAAHOOS to mean that London and Washington 
do not approve of our policy and are taking 
steps to return to the old methods of operation. 

c. . tt l intend to make my views known to my superiors 

and ask them to intervene in your behalf at the 
time of the London meeting. ,r 

6. Since we were talking man to man with the understand- 
ing that this was not a Smoother/Kubark conversation, Lumpit 
stated that he, realizing I would not betray his confidence , 
would like to make a few things known to me; 

a. Wh enj~ ^returned to Washington last April, 

there was much pressure by London and j to 
get(_ _ ^removed as KUbark/HTNelgh represen- 
tative in Rome. 

b. Although Lumpit and(_ "\nave had their 

differences, Lumpit refused to go along with 
the plan on thQLgrounds that he could find no 
complaint wit WL *]3p onduct ln handling 

Kubark»s interests. 

c. f "\s out of a Job. London would 

^■probably have preferred to send him to Rome 

at the time Lumpit was dispatched to the scene, 
but at that time he was standing for Parliament... 
and it was expected that he would be elected. 

d. Lumpit has a two-year contract. Under the terras 
of this contract he is to be informed in writing 
on or before 22 August 1953 whether or not his 

contract is to be renewed. If( Jjj.s 

sincere in wishing to bring this matter to the 
attention of his superiors, it will be too 
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late If the subject i^hald over for discussion 
at the London meeting. Lumpit states, ,f I know 
my people and they would be most reluctant to 
reverse a decision which they have placed in 
writing. I, therefore, suggest you take the 
matter up with your people by mail.*’ 

7 . f ”7strongly urges that Headquarters act upon 

this matter without delay. For, in addition to the reasons 
outlined above * lhas now heard from several sources 
that the Maledict, bellying Lumpit stands in their way, has 
decided to JLiquidate him through their influential contacts 
in London. L 3 believes would a tragic error If 
this were allowed to occur.
